VBT PD gives detailed report following 
protest march against brutality

Van Buren Township police officials 

gave a detailed report on their department's 

arrests for the past two years following the 

June 12 march against police brutality that 
ended up at their headquarters. 

At the beginning of the June 16 virtual 
Zoom meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees, Public Safety Director 
Greg Laurain and Police Chief Jason 
Wright were present virtually. 

Director Laurain said the previous Friday 
there was a protest without incident with 
150 to 200 attendees. He said they made 
contact with march organizer Survivors 
Speak and told them VBT police would be 
there that day to make sure they were safe. 


He said there was an operational plan. 

Laurain said it went two-and-a-half hours 
without incident, except that a woman 
collapsed from heat exhaustion. 

“I participated and I thought it was well- 
handled," said Trustee Sherry Frazier, 
adding there was a police presence, but not 
over-presence. 

Trustee Kevin Martin said they did an 
excellent job and people were compliant. 
He said he appreciated the work the police 
did and everyone was respectful. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
City of Belleville lent the township its 
officers and he thanked them. 

Trustee Paul White said he stayed at the 
township hall instead of marching. He said

marked, Ford Explorer police car doing 


his sergeant's duties, working at correcting 
officers’ reports, when a larger pickup truck 
went by eastbound, loud and traveling close 
to 80 mph in the 50 mph speed zone. Sgt. 
Steffani testified he was facing westbound, 
so he turned his car around and ... 

Steffani's image was frozen and his 
voice kept coming and going. Crackling. 

Earlier his image had been freezing and 
blacking out with static. Judge Green asked 
him to go outside and noted that often you 
can lose cell phone service in certain areas 
of Sumpter Township. She asked where 
Steffani was and he said if he stepped 
back any further, he'd be in Lake Erie. He 
wasn't in Sumpter. 

Judge Green said, "The witness is the only 
one who isn't fine. He's freezing in and 
out. It's just not acceptable for testimony. 
We're going to have to reschedule. You 
have to get a connection. Maybe, you'll 
have to go to the police department. 
gt. Steffani said he couldn't leave 
his home just then because he's got his 
children to watch. The preliminary exam 
was rescheduled until Wednesday at noon, 
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which was good with Steffani, and Judge 
Green told him he should be somewhere 
with a stable connection. 

These Zoom connections sometimes 
don’t work out so well for meetings. It’s 
better than not meeting at all, but when the 
ima and voices freeze, it is so hard to 
continue. It will be nice when we can all 
get back to do business face to face — mask 
or not.

he was very thankful it was peaceful and 
the police did a magnificent job of keeping 
oversight of this march, 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she was unable 
to attend because she had an injury and was 
on crutches. She said as leaders they will 
need to keep watch on this and, “We will 
shape this process going forward.” 

Supervisor McNamara said three years 
ago VBT adopted President Obama's 
deescalating policies. 

“I was asked to sign the Obama pledge 
and I did,” he said. 

McNamara said the happiest thing was 
that the officers’ arms were tired because 
they were waving at so many citizens who 
were waving at them. 

“Mr. George Floyd has sparked protest 
Laurain said, adding his death was 
“grotesque, inhumane, and just wrong.” 

He said it sickened law enforcement 
across the country and especially Van 
said the township has 
professionals answering calls. 

Because of the actions of a few rogue 
cops, police policies and procedures are 
under a microscope and rightly so, he said.

Chief Wright said the use of force is 
critical and police leaders need to know the 
details. He said officers use deescalation, 
must intercede if excessive force is being 
used, report excessive force, complete 
excessive force form and this is reviewed 
several times. He said excessive force is 
only when necessary. 

Chief Wright said there is annual training 
on the use of force and yearly reports on 
what the department does. 

Chief Wright said in 2018 there were 
23,592 calls for service, 1,394 arrests, and 
22 uses of force, which were reviewed and 
found appropriate. 

“People fail to comply causing us to use 
force,” Wright said, noting a fleeing felon 
had to be tackled and a taser was pointed

at a felon with weapons. And, they had to 
euthanize a deer that was hurt. 

In 2018, of the 22 uses of force, it was 7 
female and 15 male; 9 African-Americans 
and 13 Caucasian, with an average age of 
34. 

In 2019, there were 24,172 calls for 
service and 1,549 arrests. There were 
36 uses of force — all appropriate — and a 
couple of animals were euthanized, he said. 

In 2019, of the 36 uses of force there 
were 10 females and 26 males; 22 African- 
Americans and 15 Caucasian, with an 
average age of 28. 

There were 200 more physical arrests, 
Wright said. 

“We don’t allow any kinds of neck

tasers three times to get compliance, but 
there was no firing. 

In 2018, one officer was bitten and five 
subjects were injured, one with a self- 
inflicted gunshot and one with a self- 
inflicted cut.

“Our officers are deescalating," Wright 
said.

chief for proactive policing attitude, which 
is out in front and makes an excellent police 
force that does their job. People look to the 
police as their friend and she appreciates 
them reaching out to the schools, as well. 

“I’m proud of our police department and 
what they've done,” said Treasurer Sharry 
Budd. 

Supervisor McNamara said there will be 
more reports in the future. 

“This is a tough job cops have got ... 
That's why we track these things,” he said, 
adding the township will join with the City 
of Belleville in hosting the Listening Tour 
and it probably will be held at Belleville 
High School Auditorium. 

He said the 18 communities in the 
Council of Western Wayne and the NAACP 
will have several stops on its listening tour 
where they will hear underlying issues.

* Heard Clerk Wright announce the 
township offices will be closed on Friday, 
July 3 in observance of the Fourth of July 
holiday. Also, he said the township has 
23,000 registered voters and there have 
been 4,160 requests for absentee ballots, 
averaging 300 per day. He said it looks like 
a record turnout for the primary; 

* Heard James Foley say he disagreed 
with the township board's vote at the June 2 
meeting to not bring the German volunteer 
to the senior center this year. McNamara 
said it can be brought back to the agenda 
if two trustees ask in writing for it to come 
back and give it to him.

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West Wayne County NAACP, CWW leaders set listening tour 


The Conference of Western Wayne 
mayors and supervisors, Western Wayne 
County police chiefs, and Western Wayne 
County NAACP have announced their 
“Partnerships for Progress Listening Tour.” 

The tour is a collaborative effort to bring 
open conversation and active listening to 
the Western Wayne County region in light 
of ongoing protests around Southeastern 
Michigan seeking new discussions and 
reforms in the communitie: 

On June 16 at Westland City Hall, the 
new Partnership for Progress collaborative 
effort announced the first of three planned 
listening meetings in the CWW region 

The goal is for community members to 
be able to ask police and elected officials 
questions, share stories and offer ideas 
for solutions and change. The Listening 
Tour meetings are an extension of ongoing 
discussions that recently began between 
Western Wayne police chiefs and the 
Western Wayne County NAACP. 

“We realized that for far too long, many 
members of the community felt like they 
have not been heard by the elected official 
and law enforcement in their communities,” 
said Western Wayne County NAACP 
President Gina Wilson Steward. 

“The recent killing of unarmed black 
people and the resulting global protest 
says it is time to do something different,” 
Steward said. 

The City of Livonia was to host the first 
listening engagement on Wednesday, June 
24, from 6 to 7:30 p.m. at the Livonia 
Clarenceville High School Auditorium. 

The next one will be from 6 to 7:30 p.m., 
Aug. 13, at Inkster Recreation Center, 2025 
Middlebelt Rd., Inkster. 

To accommodate social distancing 
required due to the ongoing COVID-19 


pandemic, the events are limited to 100 
people attending in person and personal 
protection equipment is provided. 

The events also are livestreamed via 
Facebook Live at www.facebook.com/ 
conferenceofwesternwayne . 

The meetings will include time for 
questions. Community members who 
register at www.c-w-w.org can submit 
proposed questions and/or statements in 
advance. 

The events are being moderated by 
Daicia Price, a member of the Wayne 
County Crisis Intervention Team, which 
supports collaborative efforts to sustain 
more effective interactions between law 
enforcement and the communities they 
serve. 

"The leadership of the Western Wayne 
County NAACP began our Conversations 
with Police Chiefs last week because we 
must continue to work to change policies 
so that black people can live without the 
fear of being stopped, arrested, or killed by 
police officers," Steward said. 

"The information shared between the 
police chiefs and the questions asked by the 
community proved that more conversations 
need to be had. We partnered with the 
Conference of Western Wayne to continue 
our Listening Tour,” she said. 

“We believe that continuing to learn what 
happens when police officers interact with 
black people will help us determine which 
changes police chiefs and elected officials 
can implement that will benefit the lives of 
black people,” Steward said. 

City of Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley 
is chairwoman of the Conference of Western 
Wayne.

the Western Wayne County region is that 
they need to be heard,” Mayor Conley said.

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VBT Environmental Commission hears report on local dam

“At French Landing, there are no 
problems,” said Mark Gross, senior vice 
president of operations at Eagle Creek 
Renewable Energy, which runs the dam 
owned by Van Buren Township. 

Gross was speaking from North 
Carolina during the VBT Environmental 
Commission meeting via Zoom on June 
17. 

Gross said the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission says the dam is in good shape. 

He said they do have to replace the rip 
rap on the upstream side and they do that 
regularly because it is eroded by the wake 
of turning boats. 

He said the bypass gates are also set to 
be inspected to assure they are assessing all 
the deficiencies. 

Gross said he was sent the story from 
a local paper on the dam and it was 
misleading because it tried to imply the 
dam was classified as a high-hazard dam. 
He said the Army Corps of Engi 


rating of the dam as high-hazard was bas 
on the impact if the dam were to fail, not 
the construction of the dam. 

He said there's nothing wrong with being 


Gross said Eagle Creek has a very 
igorous program on dam safety and there 
are annual inspections. 

"Even though there is no reason to think 
the dam would fail, FERC requires an 
emergency action plan and we have the 

t plans in place,” Gross sai 
Just because the dam is hazard 
it is not unsafe. The designation is based 
on what's downstream of the dam," Gross 
said. 

“As FERC s 


it is performing as 


designed,” Gross said. “All dams are 
different. They look at how could this 


potentially fail and look at everything. 
It’s not impossible because things could 
happen. Make sure we understand that 
there were mistakes in 2019, but everything 
is fine with the dam 
“We have a high-hazard cla: 
but it doesn’t mean that it is unsafe, 
Environmental Commission chairman 
David Brownlee. “It doesn’t make sense.” 
“We go by FERC,” Gross said. 
“But it doesn’t mean it’s unsafe,” 
Brownlee said. “I’m struggling with that.” 
Gross said it deals with the population 
downstream which is completely 
independent of the dam. They look at the 


topography. 

“We have to look at new residential 
developments or shopping centers,” Gross 
said. 

“Tt’s not so much the condition of the dam, 
but what it would damage downstream if it 
failed,” Brownlee said. 

Who owns and operates Ford Lake 
Dam?" asked Brownlee, referring to the 
dam immediately upstream of Belleville 
Lake. 

Matt Best, director of public services, 
said he believed it is owned and operated 
by Ypsilanti Township. 

Brownlee said probably the worst case 
for residents would be a dam failure at Ford 
Lake Dam. He asked Gross if his group 
ever went through a scenario of failure at 
Ford Lake Dam. 

“We would be a part of their emergency 
action plan," Gross said. "You're probably 
a holder of one of your EAP documents. 
What would be inundated if their dam. 
failed." 

"The water goes over the wall, erodes 
the berm and a small breach becomes a big 
breach,” Brownlee said. “That would be 
the impact of Ford on the French Landing 
Dam." 

“I did participate in one of their safety 
Best said. “If something happens 
at their dam there would be phone calls to 
the public safety department and dispatch 
and the supervisor ..."

“It should be in the emergency action 
plan,” Gross said. 

Trustee Paul White, who is the board 
liaison to the Environmental Commission, 
said he has fished Sanford Lake and 
Wixom Lake, formed by the dams that 
failed in Midland, and in his opinion they 
both are very similar in construction to 
French Landing Dam. 

Trustee White said at Sanford Lake a 
small spit of water finally ruptured the 
earthen dam. He asked how safe Edison 
Lake/Belleville Lake is from the wave 
action. He asked how deep under the 
surface of the water is the wave action? 

Gross said the wave action is on the 
surface, but wave action from a storm or 
wind could be lower and crest the dam. He 
said they are putting more rip rap at French 
Landing Dam, which is armor protection 
for the earthen bank. 

"We'll restore that,” Gross said.

Creal asked when was the last time the dam 
was inspected and is il

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VBT board rejects 
German volunteer 
for 2020 in 4-3 vote

After a lengthy discussion on whether it 
would be wise to bring a volunteer from 
Germany to help the Senior Department 
this year, the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees voted 4-3 to suspend the program 
for 2020 because of COVID-19. 

The proposal to bring a selected volunteer 
to VBT Senior Center, as had been done 
for 10 years, was put on the agenda by 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara during the 
Zoom meeting of the township board on 
June 2. 

He said last year they decided not to do 
it this year because the township decided it 
couldn't give the volunteer a car as in the 
past when it provided a car, insurance, and 
gas. 

Supervisor McNamara said a young 
man wants to come and he will take the 
COVID-19 test and provide his own car 
and pay for the insurance. He said they still 
have time to bring someone over. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said her concern 
is that he would have to be quarantined for 
14 days and where would he stay? Also, he 
could get the disease on the airplane and 
someone would have to be responsible for 
him. 

Treasurer Budd said while she supports 
the volunteer for the seniors, “This is not 
the year to bring someone from a foreign 
country. Maybe, next year.” She noted the 
senior center was closed now. 

Senior Director Lynette Jordan, who said 
they have the opportunity to have a bright 
young man arrive in August or September, 
with the approval of the board and the 
lifting of international travel restrictions. 

She said she has a place for him to 
quarantine for 14 days and a place for 
him to recover if he gets COVID-19. His 
housing will be with her and her husband 

“He will purchase a car and insurance 
she said, adding the seniors are excited 
to bring the program back. She said the 
volunteer gets $275 a month for a 40-hour 
per week position. 

She said the front desk is run by 
volunteers, but she can't guarantee any 
would come back because of the virus. 

“We want him to be the liaison between 
the senior center and the homebound 
unable to get out and may not come back 
because of fear of getting the virus,” she 
said. 

She said the volunteer knows three 
languages, is a good student, and did a 
short internship with the police on drugs 
and safety. He is age 18 and plays the 
piano. He could teach German and French. 

Jordan said the Senior Endowment 
Committee has been unable to meet, but 
members show an interest in donating to 
the program. Every year they have donated 
to the program if funds are needed. 
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Michigan Supreme Court suspends Judge Parrott with pay

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township and is a difficult situation. 

“COVID is not gone. Is it worth the 
risk?" Miller asked. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he is the risk 
manager for the township and this has a 
bad risk assessment. 

"To bring anyone over from overseas 
now to deal with seniors?" Clerk Wright 
asked. "It would be a liability." 

He suggested finding someone from 
the University of Michigan or Eastern 
Michigan University who would be just as 
smart and could do the same thing. 

“Why do we have to look abroad?"
